John King, an aged convict, in- 
ventor of an aeroplane propeller of 
revolutionary design, has refused all 
monetary offers, insisting that when 
society releases him from prison, it 
will receive the benefits of his dis- 
covery. Henry Ford and the Guggen- 
heim Foundation have communicated 
with him about the propeller. 

The original idea for his Invention 
came in a dream, King said. He 
worked for five years on plans. , 

His discovery is a multiple propel- 
ler designed to utilize every ounce of 
horsepower, giving 90 per cent. effi- 
ciency instead of 40 per cent. as in 
the present types. There are four 
blades, each connected separately to 
a hollow central shaft. As the outer 
shaft revolves, the blades move back 
and forth along the length of the 
shaft. 

At maximum speed each blade will 
make 1,000 trips in a minute, feath- 
ering automatically in the direction 
of flight and changing to the propel- 


maximum pull. 

King is said to have refused sev- 
eral offers for his invention, insisting 
the price is his freedom. He has been 
in prison 15 years and has 13 more 
‘years to serve on the present term, 
his fourth. Psychologists say he has

Ensures Quality and Length 


Canadian Inspectors Keep Careful 
Check On Binder Twine 


One of the perennial difficulties of 
the grain grower at harvest time 
comes from binder twine. The Seed 
Branch of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, through its 
inspectors, keepg a careful check not 
only on the quality of binder twine 
made in Canadian factories and also 
brought in from other countries, but 
they also take particular care to en- 
sure that the full length of the twine 
is in the ball. Under the Inspection 
and Sales Act every ball of binder 
twine sold in Canada must bear a 
label showing the name of the maker 
and the number of feet per pound in 
the ball of twine. The usual lengths 
are 500, 550, 600 and 650 feet per 
pound, the two longer lengths being 
the more popular in Canada. Sys-

Radio Eye For AGaton 


Enables Pilot To See Through the 
Densest Fog 

A “radio eye" for aeroplanes, en- 
abling a flier to see through the dens- 
est fog, has been created in the lab- 
oratory of John Hays Hammond, Jr, 
at Gloucester, Mass 

The inventor, famed for his radio 


research work, believes that this lat- | 
est product of his genius represents 


a major step toward alleviating the 
air’s greatest hazard. 

In the operation of the new device 
\ three radio compass stations equip- 
| ped with direction finders are located 
alongside the airport. Above the fleld 
an automatic radio transmitter | 
broadcasts a continuous signal. 

Operators at the compass stations 
train their direction finders on it and) 
bearings thue taken are transmitted 
automatically by wire to a television | 
station near the airport. The point 
where the three bearings cross in-| 
dicates the exact position of the 
‘plane in the sky. 

Above the miniature airport which 
has been used in the Hammond ex-. 
permiments is a “television eye.” | 
Movement of the eye which repre-, 


‘sents the aeroplane is controlled by | 


three arms, representing the radio 
bearings taken by the compass sta- 
tions. Just as a microphone is linked 
with a broadcast transmitter, the eye 
is connected with the television sta- 
tion. 

As the ‘plane moves the model 
field rotates under the eye as a mat- 
ter of convenience because the tele- 
vision appartus is cumbersome to ro- 


tate. In effect, this is the same as 


the eye moving to correspond with | 


the ‘plane's position. The pilot sees 
a speck move across a small televi- 
sion screen in front of him in the 
cockpit. That speck is the ‘plane. 
The screen presents a clear picture 
of the landing field below, regardless 
of the density of the fog. .

Wool Market Wanted 


Sell At Home 


Canadian wool. growers, who pro- 
duce slightly»over 21,000,000 pounds 


of wool afnually, are not as well 


situated as to markets as are, the 
growers of other live stock. products, 
In spite of the fact that Canadian 
wool is the equal of that grpwn any- 
where, much of our product. must 
find a market in other countries, 
while goods containing virgin wool 
and goods into which has been woven 
a large pereentage of shoddy are pur- 
chased and used freely by Canadian 
people. 

It is estimated that 70,000,000 
pounds of wool are required annually 
to meet the needs of Canadian peo- 
ple. .However, we are forced to seek 
a market in United States and Great 
Britain for our raw wool, while we 
freely admit wool and yarns from 
other countries. 

There has grown up the custom 
in this land of favoring the import- 
ed product, believing that it has 
some virtue not possessed by Cana- 
dian-made goods. This custom is 
costing not only wool growers and 
fabric makers, but many other manu- 
facturers a great deal of money. 

No duty has been collected on wool 
coming into Canada for many years, 
and now weaving yarns are admitted 
free. As n result of this many mills 
have ceased to spin and that means 
that even when fabrics are wov- 
en in Canada, much of the wool used 
has been grown on the backs of sheep 
in countries other than Canada. 

This is a problem that requires the 
earnest attention of sheep raisers and 
farmers generally, for the sheep in- 
dustry renders a service to agricul- 
ture over and above that represented 
by 21,000,000 pounds of wool at 10 
cents-pey pound._Farmer’s Advocate. 


Advice For Livestock Producers 


Should Exercise Caution With Re- 
spect To Movement To Slaughter 


The Dominion Live Stock Branch 
continues its advice to the producer 
to exercise the greatest caution with 
respect to the movement of livestock 
to slaughter, The reasons for this 
are: Consumer purchasing power 
shows a decline, the expert market 
is comparatively narrow, demand for 
beef is now on a_ hand-to-mouth 
basis, and cold storage supplies are 
particularly heavy.
